The dry food« honaa of ftrrtn A Com- 
pany, Inmediately adjoining, caught, 
and it was aeen that both were doomed. 
East of the Loreman Uook was Cherry 
street, a ymy narrow thorottghfare, 
with The Timea oiBce on th« comer. 
The olianoM were ten to one that the 
gfeat Tiiaaa aewapaper estahUahaoent 
would be deaned out, hut aha came out 
nmcathed except for a small loss. 

Loveland'a Duilding cornered on 
Eighth street, barely forty feat wide, 
ana the flames jumped it at a bound, 
gutting the first building, running 
through from Market to Cherry Htn^t, 
and pretty thorouglilT clewiing out the 
upper floors of two three^tory bmldingn 
aoioining. 

The flre department of the city com- 
prises only three aecond-claas steamers 
and two hook and ladder trucks. It l>e- 
gan to look as if help was an absolute 
necesuitv, and telegnuuH were sent to 
KnosTiUe, Atlanta and Nashville for 
aid. Knorville responded, sending an 
engine.

The attendants jHirformod deeds of 
heroism in the eudeuvor to rescue the 
helpless. Rushing hit her and thither, 
dragging tb<< hesitating ones from their 
rooms, they drove the insane women in- 
to the o(>«!n air. When Mjme were oiue 
ujKjn tht outside they would brertk 
away and ruAi for the building again. 
yuperint<'U(ii lit Miirr and his assistants) 
on the medical sUift gave directions for 
tha removal of the iniuates, and by their 
excellent and valiant labors, all, it is l)e- 
lieved, were rescued alive. 

A strenuous effort w;ih madA to con- 
vey th« jKiliriits to the cottJiges for safe 
keeping. it was utterly impossible. 
Some few of them were induced to re- 
tire to slielter, but tho great majurily of 
the 500 demented women huddleo to- 
gether in the cold, piercinfj wind, and 
guioe<l with tenor ujwu the hre.

taxes of Hume kin<l to pay its expenses. 
I'lit my ideaof a v'oo< I 1 lov i rnment is one 
wiiicli accomplishes its purposes with the 
least possible taxation upon the yteople. 
Not only should the rate of taxation he 
as small as possible ( (insistent with the 
raising of the necessary amount of reve- 
nue, but the burdens of taxation should 
be distributed as equally as possible up- 
on the people, according to toeir ability 
to hear them. Our present ayatem of 
taxation violates both of theae mlM in 
the Mjoet flagrant manner."

LOMDO!), Pec. 28.— A frightful panic 
oecnmJ 8«tnrday night in the RuVal 
theater, Gate-»head, rt'snltinpr in the loss 
of a niinibpr of livea. Giitettliend i« a 
fonsideraMe city in Durham, and, as 
nearly the whole ]K>pulati(in is engafi^ed 
In the manufacf ni ing indu;-ttries durinK 
the week, the places of amuaement arc 
nmally crowdBd on S«tard»7. Satur- 
day night, owing to the Cliriatmas sea- 
son, the Royal theater was thronged 
with workinK p'^oj)!*'. 

The audifiK c, while nut iiunily. in- 
dulged in iiKirc lic'iis*' tli;m is allowed 
in most London tliiat<'rs, and boys 
Bmoked in tlie balcnDv without any ap- 
parent objt'< tit)n on th(^ part of the ;it- 
tendaiit.s. The piece on the sla;,'e was 
of a sort familiar in tlie provincial iiiaii- 
ufactnnnK i)lac<'s. iiulmliiitc m;i}.'ii' 
filei{,'ht-of-hand and othfr variety. One 
of the lx)yH Bmokiny in the giJlery acxji- 
dentally dropped a burning match on 
the people Mow him. The match wt 
lire to flome of the tlieatrical furniture, 
exactly what i« not \<it known, but at 
any rat« the slight bla/.c c()nimunicatc<i 
to a partition. A woujan noticed the 
fire and Mhriuked that the theater wui 
burning. At once the audii'ii.c, not 
compreliendiug the exac;t danger, made 
a Hudden ^ limiiltUMOW nuh to es- 
cape. 

Every aisle and avenue li^'rame 
packtMl and the audicnc*', wliirh \vii.s 
numerous enough to have luaiU- »-xit 
slow and diflicult h,'«l tUcre Iw. n no 
panic, became uiic pantinj;, struggling; 
maiw of cursin;; men, uiui ( rving, half- 
Huffor4ited women and chifdren. The 
etrong, heari v men from iron works and 
mills showed no pity for the weaker sex. 
If a woman or cliild fell l)eneath the 
titrain. site ur it w;us at once crushe<l 
under non shod heels. Men climl)ed on 
each other s heail> and sought to tread 
over the sr^nimiin;', masn of immanity t 
safety. \\ omen pleaded for their littl 
ones, holding them aliove their heads a.- 
far as arms could reach, aiul the bal>e.s 
with brealh s(iueezed out of them, we" 
Kiived in f-evei-al instancti.s by beiuL. 
gra^-iped iu the utruug hands of men able 
to hold them with one arm abow the 
crowd. 

Down tlie main stairi'ase the multi 
tude stmg^'led and panted. The janitor 
Foster, had rnsheil to (>]»en the door at 
the foot of the st.iirs. The solid crowd 
fell on hini li.{e an njimen.se Knipp 
hammer, ci nshinK' the life out of his 
body, which was flattened to the door 
Down wiih him went llie eight or ten at 
the hea<l ot tli" nia-;^. and they, too, had 
the lives stamj mI out of them. Behind 
the shrieks and loud oaths, with appeals 
for mercy and e.xecrarions against the 
creator, m.ide a hell: in front, at the 
foot of the slair.s, watt the rampart of 
d}-ing and dead, over which the etcap- 
ins n)nltitur<) had to climb. 

Meantime those on the st«ge had not 
been idle. It w;w soon apparent to the 
players that the panic had little or no 
cause and they shouted apjieals to the 
people to be still. One actor, in the at- 
tire of a magiciun, dimed into the bal- 
cony from the stage, and implored the 
aodttence to be calm. "Return to your 
■eats," he cried, "theie no fire; the 
only danger is your panic." Some of 
those in the rear tnnied at his words, 
and stoppei'' tlieir share in the mad 
struggle to gf t out, but the large ma- 
jority heeded not the warning, and 
pressed on. 

Two men, thinking they had no other 
way of escai e, leaped from the windows 
into the street and were severely in- 
jured. Many slid down into the pit 1 
the «ippor(s of the balcony. When tue 
fbeater was at length emptietl aud tiie 
panic over, it was found tnat ten were 
dead, and that many others hud broken 
limbs, and were otherwise seriously bi- 
jured. 

The fire itself, which had given occa- 
sion to the horror, was but a slight af 
tair, having <nily bamsd throtig h a ttiin 
partition, and was Mslly eztingaishad 
with two buckets of water. It was snf • 
fioiaiit, however, to make some smoke, 
Which hung about the oeiUng, and the 
light of the smoke had mocttto do with 
perpetuating the panic, whan it odl^t 
otherwise have been ratbwfd.
